EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Sliould tine clianges 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Robert Grabarek on 1/25/2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 16, line 4: -and two magazine halves- was inserted before ",wherein a 
first component" 

Claim 16, line 15: -the- was inserted before "two magazine halves" 

Claim 25, line 5: -and- was deleted after "spindle;" 

Claim 25, between lines 5 and 6: -two magazine halves; and- was inserted 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 6-1 8, 25-26 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 16 and 25 as stated in the previous action dated 8/14/2009, the prior art of 
record failed to teach or suggest the limitations of having the flywheel mass bodies 
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moveable back and forth between two magazine halves. Prior Art '233 does not 
disclose magazine halves. It would not have been obvious to add magazine halves 
capable of having the flywheel mass bodies moveable back and forth between them 
such that the mass bodies are in operating engagement with the first spindle in a 
position that is inserted into the first magazine half and out of operating engagement 
with the first spindle in a position that is inserted into the second magazine half. 

Claims 17-18 and 26 are dependent on claims 16 and 25.
